To the Editor of.the Post-Disvatch: 

It is foolish and untrue to assert that the 
State Government is the cause in repelling 
immigration to our State. Every one who 
knows anything of the physical characteristics 
of Southern Missouri will concede that other 
parts of the West, as Kansas, Texas and Ne- 
braska, have finer lands and broad ‘prairies 
which can easily be placed in eultivation.

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Captain Eads’ Great Work---A Descrip- 
tion of the Great Engineering 
Enterprise. 


How the Results Have Been Accomplished--= 
Effect Upon the Commerce of New 
Orleans. 


[From the New York Tribune. 
PORT Eabs, LA., March 1.—The readers of 
the Tribune will perhaps remember a letter 


which appeared in its columns in April, 1877. 
descriptive of the progress of Capt. Eads’ 


great engineering work at the mouth of the 
Mississippi. At the time that letter was writ- 
ten the enterprise was still in an experimental 
stage, and many experienced engineérs doubt- 
ed its final success. The river had been har- 
nessed, its current confined and accelerated, 
and its waters forced to deepgn the 
channel and wear away the bar at the 
entrance to South Pass. Still it was ar- 
gued by the sceptical that the walls of 
willow mattresses covered with broken stone 
would soon be undermined and swept away, 
and that a new bar would speedily be formed 
outside the jettics, and would become in a 
few years as great an obstacie as the old one. 
The pilots who have their homes at the South- 
west Pass were the greatest croakers, and 


they persisted in bringing vessels in at that | 


entrance and occasionally leaving them stuck 
fast in the mud long after there was plenty of 
water at the jetties. Most of the army engin- 
eers believed Captain Eads would. fail, and 
the merchants and shippers of New Orleans, 
who were vitally interested in his sueeess, 
gave him little encouragement. 

Visiting South Pass after 4 lapse of nearly 
two years, I find every thing changed. All the 
shipping now comes in at this entrance. 
Southwest Pass is abandoned, except by fish- 
ing smacks and a few coasting schooners, and 
is of no more value than the Belize, 
Was given up many years ago. The jetties 
stretch out into the Gulf in two long wave- 
washed lines, and between them the turbid 
current of the great river dashes far out to 
sea, projecting its muddy waters through the 


blue brine bevond the reach of 
the eye. Between the jetties 
there is a trustworthy depth of 
twenty-three feet at average flood tide, and 


heavily laden ocean steamers of over 3, 000 tons 
burden pass out and across the bar without 
impediment. The Government dredges, 
which used to be employed the year round at 
great expense dredging the bar and the mud 
jumps at Southwest Pass, stopped work sev- 
eral months ago, the fleet of pilotboats aban- 
doned that entrance, and now the South Pass 
is for all the purposes of commerce the only 
way of getting into the Mississippi. : 
The work on the jettics is by no means 
completed, however. At the sea end of the 
two Walls the action of the waves has damaged 
some 600 yards of the structure, and this mis- 
fortune has shown that it is nece ssary to make 
the walls firmer for the last third of a mile. 
To this end two tiers of enormous blocks of 


cement are being put on top of the mat- 
tresses. The blocks of the lower tier are 


16 feet long, 3 feet thick and 8 feet wide. 
Those of the upper tier are of the same length 
and thickness, but are only 3 feet wide. <A

Then he began 
his jetties from the ends of the mud banks 
straight out into the Gulf. sinking one 
mattress on to of unother 
until the wall thus made appeared above the 
surface, and covering it with stones brought 
from the Ohio River, a distauce of 1,200 miles.

tested numerous novel telegraph patents, 


among Which may be mentioned a new wire 
of cast steel, plated with copper, the inven- 
tion of Prof. Muses G. Farmer, Government 
Electrician at Newport, which, though but 
one-fourth the size now used, has a breaking 
strength of 3,000 pounds, and offers not more 
than five or six ohms resistance; an im- 
* — 
proved duplex system by which two messages 
can be sent simultaneously over the same 
wire, not only from either end, but from inter- 
mediate or way offices; a multi- 
plex system quadrupling the above; a me- 
trical system for ocean cables which, it is 
claimed, will increase the hourly transmission 
from 1,000 to 10,000 words; a machine which, 
with one battery to operate it, will print mes- 
sages in lines and pages, book-form; a ma- 
chine which generates instantly sufficient 
electricity for circuits of 1,000 to 1,500 miles;

Of course there were exceptions, 
for light does not break of a sudden,and truth 
has its forerunners; but this was the general- 
dy accepted literary woman. This was the 
domestic monster that was supposed to be 
fatal to home and fireside. Such sublime 
genius as that of Madame de Stael forced re- 
spect and admiration, and one would think 
that certainly she should have been excluded 
from being a butt for the raillery of inferior 
minds, but so conscious was Mme. de Stael of 
the injustice and contumely heaped upon fe- 
male genius that she wrote: It is a danger- 
ous thing fora woman to have talent. Men 
not only withhold from learned women the 
courtesy due to friends, but do not treat them 
with the generosity due to enemies. 

There is nothing like facts for disproving 
theories, and when we look around among 
ourbalf-hundred acquaintances we see that 
the culture and education of a wife and moth- 
er, instead of incapacitating her for domestic 
duties, eminently fits her for them.
